“ Next highest in the world*! g au g e - 
next lowest in tin* tine scale is the 
courage that dares a quick danger in a 
sudden emergency. 
In itself this la 
hardly a more genuine brand of cour­ 
age than tin* first, except that it in­ 
volves a more or less unselfish dis* I- 
pUnfng of the mali previous to the de 
mum] that is mad** on him. 
Kven so. 
it la iiioro a matter of habit than of 
(ilialit}'. The fact Hint there is no time 
to count the cost robs it of any delib­ 
erate merit. 
Many a man. iii fa d , is 
»urprh«e<l Into a heroism which is real­ 
ly no part of him. 
Certainly it is no 
high grade of courage. 
Bather, let IU 
say, It is h negative (tort of quality, to 
which if a man does not respond on

o f all form s of heroism none will so 
surely wilt flu* h o e and confidence of 
lid lim ii hearts, which is worth a hun 
(Ired fillies Hie admiration of human 
minds, than this. 
“ H igher yet iii the ton* scale lower

agt* that sustains itself, aa ii were.

Of ail the tragic, interne minor en­ 
gagements of tin* war. that of Hu* fight 
by which tin* French cupturiVi the c h a ­ 
teau of Venin I ion, a t tin* end of fifty 
days’ battling for possession of the 
town. is most thrilling. 
The eorres* 
porn leu I of Hic London Dost at the Brit­ 
ish headquarters in France tells of tile 
fight as follows; 
“The story of tin* struggle may seem 
incredible to those who have taken no 
part Iii till! H*yk» of fighting. 
Alter 
several futile a ! tempt* ut a direct ad­ 
vance the French commenced to carry 
a mine underneath tin* chateau, hut it 
explodes! jus* outside. 
Ail immense 
cavern yawned in front of theta, and 
the bodies of Gormans were tiling in all 
direct ion*. 
All that, was to Im* seen of 
the enemy was tin* shapeless mass of 
What had been a mail half driven 
through a garden wall.” 
Germans Crazed by Explosion. 
The correspondent then desert I*** the 
condition of tile Germ an soldiers caught 
iii iron’ lies which had been dug into 
tin* garden in front of the bouse. 
“The men In the trenches instead of 
firing a t them ithe French! wi re grop­ 
ing n I suit confusedly as though It were 
pitch dark, pawing at each other’! 
faces and feeling a lo u t f o r their anna. 
T he tremendous slun k of tile explo­ 
sion so close at hand laid blinded and 
deafened some and deprived others of 
their senses. 
“Scarcely understanding their g xxi 
fortune, tin* French leaped on tin* dis­ 
tracted men, and a weird struggle fob 
lowed in flu* narrow trenches between 
tin* half crazed G erm ans aud their as­ 
sailants.
